SACBAMENTO, March 21. 


SENATE— The Senate met at 10 


o'clock, Ldeutenant-Governor John- 
ton presiding. 
Mr. McGarvey reported back tho 


San Francisco Police bill and recom- 
mended its reference to the San 
Francisco delegation. 


Mr. MeCoppin said that tho bill 


had been considered by the delega- 
tion and its indefinite postponement 
recommended; he therefore moved 
to carry out that recommendation. 


Mr. Bartlett seconded, and the bill 


•was 
indefinitely postponed, Mr. 


Xunan voting no.. 


Mr. MeCoppin here gave notice 


that with the consent of the Senate 
he intended introducing a bill to 
change in one particular the organi- 
zation of the Police Board of Com- 
misBioners. 


Mr. Tuttle, from the Committee 


on Education, presented a majority 
report against the passage of Car 
pent«r's School bill; also, without 
recommendation, the bill by Hop 
kins allowing local Boards of Edu- 
cation to select text books; also 
without recommendation, Tuttle's 
bill providing for the State provid 
ing and owning its own course of 
text boofes. 
Mr. Farley, from the Committee 


on Corporations, reported in favor 
of the Donovan Bank bill; also, in 
favor of the Oakland Water bill, but 
adversely to the bill introduced yes- 
terday by Gibbons, amending the 
Corporation law of 1874. 


3AX FKAKCISCO BILLS. 


Mr. Koaeh, from the San Francis- 


co delegation, reported on bills as 
follows: That Craig be allowed to 
withdraw his bill for the purchase 
of water supply; adversely to Mr. 
McCoppin's bill amending quaran- 
tine and sanitary laws; favorably on 
the bill authorizing the Police Judge 
to transfer actions to Justices' Courts; 
without recommendation McCarthy's 
bill throwing the cost of the Mont-

STATE DETECTIVES. 


The Senate bill to establish a State 


detective force was next taken up, 
and indefinite!; postponed by a vote 
of ayes 86, noes 34. 
The -whole afternoon was consumed 


on the hydraulic mining bills, and 
the concurrent resolution and mem- 
orial to Congress, as reported by the 
Committee on Agriculture, was dis- 
cussed with much warmth until 
nearly 6 o'clock, when the substi- 
tute was adopted—ayes 32, noes, 31. 
Tho memorial and resolution was 
then ordered engrossed—ayes, 33; 
noes, 28. 


Mr. Cornwall, from the Committee 


on Public Buildings and Grounds, 
introduced the following bills. Ap- 
propriating §110,000 for erecting n 
building for the Asylum for the 
Deaf and Dumb aud Blind; bill ap- 
propriating $40,000 for a building 
for tho department of mining and 
mechanic arts of the University of 
California; bill appropriating §12,- 
000 for painting and repairs to the 
State Capitol.

THE STAMP BIW.. 


The Senate by a vote of 19 to 17 


indefinitely postponed Farley's mo- 
tion to reconsider the vote by which 
Angney's Stamp bill yesterday final- 
ly paused. The bill, therefore, now 
goes to the Assembly. 


On motion of Mr. Lewis the Sen- 


ate took up and passed the bill 
amending Section 315 of the Code 
of Civil Procedure, providing that 
neither the State nor any municipal 
corporation shall plead the statute 
ol limitations in any suit to recover 
the cost of land taken or used for 
public purposes. 


Mr. 1'arley then took the floor on 


the railroad bills, sustaining the 
report of the Committee, and he had 
not concluded his argument when 
the hour for recess had arrived, 


The Senate resumed at 1:30. 
The Assembly amendments to the 


Dnpont-street bill were concurred 
ii», and the bill now goes to the Gov- 
enaor. 


SIGNED BY THE OOVEBJJOB.

Governor stating that he had signed 
the following bills- Amending Sec- 
tion 3384 of the Political Code, pro- 
viding that steamboats shall not be 
required to pay a license in every 
county through which they pass; 
McCoppin's bill empowering the 
Supervisors of San Francisco to 
regulate the manufacture of acids 
ana explosive chemicals; Farley's 
bill allowing mining companies own- 
ing adjacent territory to consolidate; 
Gibbons' bill to prevent the catch- 
ing of fish by seines, nets or -weirs, 
ID San Antonio creek, and Beezell's 
bill authorizing the County Clerk 
of Ahuneda to employ two additional 
deputies.
